Hearst's Lawyer Charges That 
Boxes Have Been Stuffed, 


‘cai close of the actual recounting of 
the ballots cast in the last mayoralty 
election today came charges by Clar- 
ence J. Shearn, counsel! for W. R., 
Hearst, that the ballot boxes had been 
stuffed. 

When Mr. Hearst began his legal con- 
test for the mayor's office, now occu- 
pied by George B, MoClellan, he had 
a plurality of 3,834 votes to overcome. 
The returns from the contents of only 
forty-six out of a total ef 1,948 ballot 
boxes, remained to be received when 
court adjourned today. The vote in all 
| the boxes but three in Manhattan still 
held up by the gourt's order, have been 
re-counted, but the result of the re- 
count of those in forty-three boxes in 
the borough of Richmond has not been 
made known to the court. As the re- 
count stands with the  dGontents of 
forty-six boxes unreported, Hearst has 
made a net gain of 863, leaving a plu- 
rality of 2,971 for Mayor McClellan. 

Mr. Shearn said that the re-count of 
the ballots established what the com- 
plaint set forth, namely, that there 
was an excess of ballots in the boxes 
over the record of the number of voters 
in many election districts. 

“The complaint eharges fraud,’ seid 
Mr. Shearn, ‘“‘not only a miscount of the 
ballots, but in effect charges a stuffing 
of the ballot boxes. We don’t mean 
that the boxes were stuffed after the 
election, but during the election or im- 
mediately.at its close’’ 

Mr. Shearn added that he was able 
to prove that from ten to fifty excess 
ballots had been deposited in many 
boxes late on election night and that 
at the final héaring on the re-count a 
charge wiil be made that‘in many iIn- 
stances ballot boxes were stuffed.

YALE OARSMEN 
LOSE TO HARVARD 


Stroke of “Old Eli” Collapsed 
at Critical Moment 


—— 


Yale Hopelessly Beaten a Mile From 
the Finish—Thousands Witness- 
ed the Race on the Thames, 
Secretary Taft Among 
the Spectators, 


New London, Conn., June 26.—Amid a 
deafening din of steam whistles and 
horns, and the frenzied shouts of col- 
legians, the Harvard ‘varsity eight shot 
their boat over the finish Mne tonight, 
winning from the crippled and dis- 
tressed Yale crew that classic of Amer!l- 
can college aquatics, the Harvard-Yale 
boat races 

But instead of a race, Harvard fine 
ished the last mile and a half alone, 
while far behind Yale limped with buf. 
seven men at the oars, with Griswold, 
the stroke—the man who had been re- 
lied upon to set the winning pace— 
bent forward, limp and faint from the 
terrific strain of the opening two miles. 

(yp to this unexpected climax it had 
been a stirring struggle, worthy of the 
best traditions of the old antagonists,

LITTLE CHILD WAS KILLED. 


In Some Way Baby Was Shot by Its 
Brother. 


Tifton, Ga.. June 25.—(Special.)—A most 
horrible accident occurred six miles west 
of Lenox, Ga. A. W. Griner was away 
from home and his wife was alone with 
her two little boys, one about six years 
old and the other one about two. She 
was in the kitchen when she thought she 
heard a noise outside, and sent the 
larger boy to see what it wgs. The 
little one started to follow and she call- 
ed to the larger one to send the small 
one back. She was busy with her work 
and was horrified about a minute later 
by the report of a shotgun. 

Rushing into the house, she found the 
larger boy with a smoking gun in his 
hand. while the little one had a gaping 
hole in his forehead, just above the left 
eye. The little ¢ellow lived only about 
thirty minutes, 

The gun had been kept on a rack in 
the house, but some one had evidently 
taken it down and left it standing 
where the little boy could reach it. The 
child was too frightened to tell how the 
accident occurred.

IN.THE HOUSE 


Important Measure Introduced 
by Mr. Barksdale of 
Wilkes. 


There was introduced in the house 
yesterday a measure by Mr. Barksdale, 
of Wilkes, ‘‘reguiating the eriting of 
life insurance,’’ which promises to cor- 
rect a number of existing evils and 
which will be of general interest to all 
insurance agents and insurants through- 
Out the state. 

It aims first to see to it that no rep- 
to the company 
policies issued are at variance with 
the true facts in the case; that no spe- 
cial favors are granted in favor of one 
not granted to all, and for other 
changes. 

The measure in full is as follows: 


“Section -|. On and after the passage of 
this act it shall not be lawful for any 
life insurance company, nor any officer, 
director or agent of any Jife insurance 
company doing business in. this state 
to issue or circulate or cause to be is- 
sued or circulated, any estimate, illus- 
tration. circular or statement of any 
sort misrepresenting thé terms of any 
policy issued by it or the benefits or ad- 
vantages promised thereby. or the divi- 
dends or shares of surplus to be re- 
ceived thereon, or to use any name or 
title of any policy or class of policies 


or 


‘Sec. 2. It shall not be lawful for any 
life insurance company, or for the ‘ot- 
ficers, directors or agent of any life in- 
Surance company doing business in this 
state to make, or permit to be made, 
any distinction in favor of individuals 
between insurants (the insured) of the 
Same class and equal expectation of life 
in the amount of the payment of pre- 
miums or rates charged for policies of 
life or endowment insurance, or in the 
dividends or other benefits payable there- 
on, Or in any other of the terms and 
conditions of the contracts made. 

“Nor shall any company or officer or 
agent thereof make any contract of in- 
Surance Or agreement as to such contract 
other than as shall be plainly expressed 
in the policy issued thereon, nor shall 
any company, through any officer, agent, 
solicitor or representative thereof. pay, 
allow or give, or offer to pay, allow or 
give, directly or indirectly, as an induce- 
ment to insurance, any rebate of pre- 
mium payable on the policy, or a y spe 
Cial favor or advantage in the aifjiaends 
Or Other benefits to accrue theréon. or 
any paid employment or contract for ser- 
vices of any kind or any valuable con- 
sideration or inducement whatever not 
specified in the policy contract of insur- 
ance, nor give, sell or purchase as an 
inducement to insurance or in connec- 
tion therewith any stocks, bonds or other 
securities of any insurance company or 
other corporation, association or part- 
nership, or any dividends or profits to 
secure thereon, or anything of value 
whatever, not specified in the policy. 

‘Sec. 3. After the passage of this act 
it shall not’ be lawful for any life insur- 
ance company doing business in this 
State to issue nor permit its officers or 
agents to issue or cause to be issued, 
either directly or indirectly, agency com- 
pany. stock or other securities, or any 
special or advisory board or other con- 
tract Of any kind promising returns and 
profits as an induc@ment to insurance. 

“Sec, 4. Every officer, agent or repre- 
sentative of any company doing business 
in this state who shall violate any sec- 
shall 
be deemed gullty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punish- 
ed as for a misdemeanor. iIt shall be 
the duty of the Insurance commissioner 
of this state to revoke the certificate of 
authority of any company to do busi- 
ness in this state upon being satisfied 
that any such company has violated any 
of the intentions of this act. Provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained 
Shall impair or affect contracts already 
issued in this state.’’

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RIVER RATES TO ALBANY. 


Is Made to Secure Lower 
Freight Rates. 

Albany, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—A 
party-of Albany business men and man- 
ufacturers will start Monday morning 
on e trip down Flint river, the effects 
of which are expected to be far-reach- 
ing in the affairs of Albany and this 
section. It will mark another step in 
the campaign inaugurated some time ago 
looking to securing a reduction in Al- 
bany’s freight rates through an effec- 
tive river service between Albany and 
Ohio and Mississippi points.

About Making Commitments. 
American Locomotive Divi- 
dend Gave a Shock to 
the Bears Who Had 
Sold Short.

New York, June 25.—The shifting 
fluctuations in prices today marked the 
lack of speculative conviction on the 
part of the small operators who made 
up the market. Part of the idieness 
and indifference of the trading is at- 
tributable to the seasonable disinclina- 
tion to effort, ang the desire for vaca- 
tion leisure, Demand for securities is 
almost stagnant. The profegsiona: 
traders, who would be disposed to op- 
erate on the bear side of the market 
under. these circumstances are timid 
about making commitments owing to 
the small floating.supply of stocks and 
the occasional demonstration of the ex- 
tent to which unfavorable factors have 
been discounted in the price level. The 
action of American Locomotive today 
Served as an object lesson to bear 
traders, who do not observe sufficient 
caution in. selling stocks short. The 
declaration of the,usual quarterly divi- 
dend on that stock proved an a®ree- 
able surprise to some holders and a 
correspondingly unpleasant shock to 
the bears, who have assumed with 
great confidence that the dividend was 
to be reduced, or even passed. The 
basis for this assumption was the 
known heavy decline in traffic of the 
railroads, their forced resort to eco- 
nomics and their selection for first ob- 
servance .of these economics of the 
usual expenditures for new equipment. 
Not only have the railroad equipment 
companies suffered from curtailment of 
Outlay, for new expenditures, but the 
financtal disturbances last fall threw 
into arrears large amounts of pay- 
ments for equipment already deliver- 
ed. The success of new bond flotations 
by many of the railroads recently has 
served to relieve, somewhat, the latter 
phase of the troubles of the equipment 
companies. It was the consideration of 
these facts that had driven American 
Locomotive down to a price out of line 
with a 5 per cent dividend stock. The 
price Was run up over 5 points today, 
when the regular dividend was de- 
clared. The strength of American Car 
was partly in sympathy, notwithstand- 
ing the different policy already pur- 
sued by that company in a reduction of 
the dividend rate. The financial 
strength of the compdny revealed by 
the annual report also helped the car 
company. The sustaining influence of 
these and a few other advances were 
offset, at one time during the day, by 
the renewed unsettlement in the Rock 
Island and subsidiary securities and 
in some of the Gould group. There 
was nothing new to explain the weak- 
ness of the Rock Island securities, but 
it wave color to repeated rumors of a 
reorganization of the companies’ 
finances in prospect. Reports of crop 
news varied during the day, allega- 
tions of extensivé damage to winter 
wheat having some influence tn the 
stock market at one time. .These re- 
ports were denied, and the weakness 
of the’ wheat market in response to 
the denials gave them force. J. P. 
Morgan was reported, on the eve of his 
return to Europe, as declaring himself 
optimistic over the financial outlook, 
and this utterance was of effect in the 
late firmness of the market, which was 
held until the closing. The day's gains 
are small as a rule, but last prices 
generally were the best.

WILL ORGANIZE 


Atlanta Institutions Ask Other 
Banks to Join With 
Them. 


In order to be prepared for an emer- 
gency should another financial crisis 
develop, the banks of Atlanta have taken 
steps to form a national currency asso-~- 
elation, as prévided in the recent law 
passed by congress.

the local national banks, held in At- 
lanta on last Tuesday, steps were taken 
to organize an association among the 


Atlanta banks and others in the north- 
ern part of the state. A committee on 
organization, consisting of Joseph A. Mc- | 
Cord, of the Third National, as chair-| 


man: Joseph T. Orme, of the Lowry] 
National. and John K. Ottley, of the 
Fourth National, was appointed at this 
meeting. 

These gentlemen were to communicate 
with other national bankers in this ter- 
ritory, advise them of the plans on foo! 
and urge their attendance at a final 
meeting to discuss definite plans for or-, 
ganization. A notice to this effect has 
been mailed to all the bankers in north 
Georgia in the territory north of a line 
drawn from Columbus to Augusta, and 
including Macon. The national .banks 
of these three cities and of the Georgla 
territory north of this line have been 
invited to send representatives to a con- 
ference to be held at the Piedmont 
Driving Club in Atlanta on Tuesday, 
Juiy 7. at Wa. m. It is urged that 
either the president or vice president 
of each bank attend th meeting, 

Ten Banks Must Enter. 


Atianta has an aggregate bank capital 
and surplus among her five national 
banks to meet the requirement of the 
national act on this point. It is Te- 
quired tn the law. however, that no less 
than ten banks may form an associa- 
tion. Therefore at least five more banks 
must join hands with the Atlanta na- 
tional banks. If there are fifteen or 
twenty in all, it will make no difference. 
Theer cannot be less than ten. 

Under the present capitalization and 
surplus of the national banks in the 
state of Georgia which can qualify, 
there can be two associations formed. 
A movement ts on toot to organize an- 
other association. either in Savannah or 
Macon, and the secretary of the treasury 
has the right to designate to which as- 
@ociation the national banks in the 
state mav be assigned. giving due re- 
gard to the territory of such assocla- 
tions. 

No Apprehension Is Felt. 


In the letter from the committee on 
organization it is made plain that no 
apprehension whatever is felt at the 
present time of another financial dis- 
turbance, and advantage is taken of this 
period of quiet to prepare for the next 
storm. The letter states: 

“Then at any future date if it should 
be desirable to have an issue of cur- 
rency as provided by the recent act of 
congress, this additional issue could be 
obtained mwithout delay upon the deposit 
of acceptable bonds (at 90 per cent of 
their market value), or of two-name 
commercial paper, or other good assets 
of the bank, at 75 per cent of their 
market value, up to a total Mmit of 30 
per cent of the capital and surplus of 
the bank so applying. This issue to be 
authorized by the secretary of the treas- 
ury. The*bills will be identical in word- 
ing. color and shape to the bond secured 
notes of your bank.”
